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As They Are

I live.”” These are the words that a woman 

spoke to me in a moment of bitter dis- 
appointment about the conduct of another person. 
She had expected a different course of conduct on 
his part. Therein lay the cause of her disappoint- 
ment, and therein lies the cause of most of the 
disappointments and hurt feelings that all of us 
experience because of other people. We want 
others to act as we expect them to or hope they 
will, and they so very often fail to do it. It is per- 
fectly human to assume that other persons will 
feel and act exactly as we would under the same 
circumstances; but there are many reasons why 
they do not. In all probability we have all learned 
the same commandments and the same general 
rules of conduct, but these are subject to a multi- 
tude of interpretations and applications. To act 
as we would act the other person would have to 
have had exactly the same training that we have 
had, the same environment, and been exposed to 
the influence of the same teachers and friends and 


¢ T WILL NEVER trust another person as long as 
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family, the same experiences, and the same men- 
tal and emotional make-up. Since this is an utter 
impossibility we must for our own sake and for 
the sake of the persons who enter the circle of 
our life, try not to expect others to conform wholly 
to our beliefs, views, standards, and ideals. 

The very joy of living depends upon a flexible 
attitude toward other persons. Someone said of a 
person he knew: “He has qualities that I feel at 
home with: tolerance, gentleness, common sense, 
humaneness, and simplicity. He is tactful and un- 
surprised at human inconsistencies.’” The phrase 
“unsurprised at human inconsistencies” was to me 
the cream of the compliment. For back of the lack 
of surprise must be an expansive soul, one that 
has perceived that there are many facets to human 
nature and that not all of them have been exposed 
to the same degree of polishing. This lack of 
polish however does not affect the potential good- 
ness and even greatness of every human soul. 

Within us all is such a well-intentioned spirit. 
We are all striving toward the same goal of per- 
fection, though our failures may be varied and 
numerous. The very good and wonderful spirit in- 
habiting us all is the common bond between us, 
the basis of equality, the justification of all the 
faith and love we can give to one another. It is the 
divine in us, but even though it dwells within 
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us all in equal measure, it can express itself only 
to the extent that we have learned to express it. 
' Whatever we do or fail to do represents the 
level of our understanding and development at 
any particular time. Faulty judgments are faulty 
only because life as we have experienced it has 
not developed our judgment to perfection. Lack of 
truthfulness, loyalty, understanding, justice, or 
any other of our divine qualities is not a lack of 
the spirit but of experience, training, understand- 
ing, Or Opportunity. A woman said to me once, “I 
have committed many a fault and error in my life, 
but at the time I did so I hadn't the understanding 
to do any better.” If we could always see into the 
heart and mind and soul of another we should find 
that this is always the cause of his imperfection. 


One person may find it easy to be absolutely 
honest, since the people in his world have faced 
facts honestly and with courage whether they were 
pleasant or not. By precept-and example he has 
been taught that the forthright way of life is, in 
the long run, the all-round profitable one. But an- 
other person has always found that ungarnished 
facts have made the people of his world disagree- 
able or fearful. As a method of self-defense he has 
learned to evade or camouflage unpleasant facts. 
He has yet to develop the courage to stand up to 
life, but while he learns we can withhold the 
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weakening influence of our condemnation. 


In money matters one person may be conserva- 
tive to the point of stinginess. His may have been 
a background of lack and fearful anticipation of 
the future. To act differently is impossible for him 
until he develops another set of values. The person 
whose attitude toward money is one of flamboyant 
carelessness, on the other hand, has a different 
kind of background and needs a different set of 
values. 

A young woman lamented recently that a friend 
of hers was given to conversational exaggerations. 
Why, why couldn’t he stick to facts, she wondered. 
But her friend does not exaggerate consciously. 
A person’s mind accommodates itself to his feel- 
ings; and her friend feels so intensely his beliefs 
and his joys and sorrows that he finds ordinary 
language inadequate in expressing himself. To say 
that he had had a mildly unpleasant day at his 
work would have seemed untrue to him. To be 
sure, the events that had made the day unpleasant 
might have seemed insignificant to another per- 
son, but not to him. So his mind exaggerates the 
facts to agree with his feelings. On the other hand 
and on another day his optimism is unbounded. 
He feels so good and confident that even unim- 
portant facts must, by the magic of his mind, be 
made to agree whether they do or not! All of us 
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see the world, people, facts, not with our eyes 
_alone but with our mind and emotions, and our 
mind and emotions are as different from our 
neighbor's, our friend's, or our co-workers’ as the 
conditions of our life have been. 

To dislike the whole person because he falls 
short in some particular aspect of his nature is 
to shut out of our life an infinite number of bless- 
ings. He may have gone far in refining and polish- 
ing himself in some ways and lag far behind in 
others. 

The Book of Psalms is a matchless mixture of 
praise and imprecation. The poet of the Psalms 
reaches the peak when he praises his God for His 
loving-kindness and righteousness. He reaches also 
the depths of human hate and vengeance when he 
pleads for calamities, plagues, and all sorts of 
affliction to befall his enemies. 

“Bless Jehovah, O my soul, 

And forget not all his benefits . . . 

Who redeemeth thy life from destruction; 

Who crowneth thee with lovingkindness and 
tender mercies.” 

Also in equal sincerity and beauty of speech, he 
says of his enemies: 

“Let there be none to extend kindness unto him; 

Neither let there be any to have pity on his fa- 

therless children. 
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Let his posterity be cut off; 
And in the generation following let their name 
be blotted out.” 

It is better that we have accepted this man of 
vagaries and temperament than that we should 
miss his gift of beauty and truth because a part of 
his soul was as yet enmeshed in human limitation. 


It is better always that we should accept the 
goodness of friends and families and co-workers 
with their adhering faults than that we should re- 
ject their faults with their adhering charms and 
virtues. 

We may not always be able to determine just 
why people’s actions are what they are, for they 
have complex beginnings and devious ways of 
developing, but we can have faith enough to look 
through people’s inconsistencies to their good in- 
tentions and so express enough tolerance, gentle- 
ness, humaneness to make it easy for them to de- 
velop the qualities that make for better living. 
They want to do it. Everyone experiences regret 
when he falls short of a good and gracious per- 
formance. He appreciates deeply the understanding 
persons who by-pass occasions to be hurt or dis- 
appointed, and the Spirit within us tells us that 
this is the royal, loving thing to do. It is also the 
successful and happy way of life both for him and 
for us.

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One Problem—One Ansner

E HAVE had a good many problems 
in our household. Some have been 
small. Others have seemed like 


mountains, towering up black and steep and for- 
bidding. There have been times when we were 
not able to see how we could possibly climb over 
them and we have tried to find ways of escape or 
of getting around them. 

I think this is probably true of everyone. Life 
in this human-divine world of ours presents many 
problems. The human side of us is forever battling 
with them and worrying about them. 

As we study Truth and the teachings of Jesus 
Christ, as we listen to the promptings of Spirit, 
we discover that there is one, and only one, way 
to solve a problem. This is to give it to God and 
let Him dissolve it. 

Slowly but surely we learn, as all struggling 
humanity must learn, that God is the answer to 
every problem large or small and the only an- 
swer. We learn too that there is really only one 
problem. The variety of circumstances and condi- 
tions we have called our problems are not the 
problem. Neither lack nor oversufficiency, nor 
illness, nor discord, nor any of the specific things 
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that seem to be problems are the basic problem. 
They are only expressions of it. 

My problem and yours and everyone's is how to 
realize God and live in His presence. This is the 
only problem. The cry in my heart and in yours 
is the same cry, however expressed. There is no 
real difference between my life and my neighbor's, 
whatever the variation in externals. We are as 
one child coming with one question to the one 
Father and receiving one answer. 

Maybe you have a loved one plagued by dissipa- 
tion or disease. Perhaps some severe blow has 
fallen suddenly or some disturbing condition has 
developed gradually. Is it poverty, illness, loneli- 
ness, loss? Whatever it is, it seems to you a great 
problem, and the weight of it is heavy upon you. 

None of these is your real problem. Your prob- 
lem is reaching God and abiding in Him. When 
that is solved all the others are solved. 

There is one problem and one answer and even 
these two are one, for God is the cry in my heart 
and yours and God is the answer. It is very sim- 
ple. Yet how difficult we make it. 

Where do you find God? You need not search. 
He has found you. You cannot lose Him, for He 
is within you. Your problem is not to find Him 
but to discover how to know and feel His pres- 


ence. 
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How can you do this? The one true way that 
never fails is the way of honest, earnest prayer. 

God is understanding. God is love. It cannot 
matter very much how you pray at first. We know 
that quiet contemplation is the highest form of 
prayer but I am sure that God does not demand 
any form. Sometimes in the face of pain or grief 
or sudden shock we cry out in agony. Sometimes 
there is human fear and despair in our cry. 


God hears and quiets us within and gives us 
peace and victory. He answers the sincerity of our 
heart no matter what form our words may take; 
and the time comes when all the tumult of anx- 
ious praying is ended and communion with Him 
is easy and quiet and faith-filled. Then our prob- 
lem is solved, and we have the answer. 

We have found that the less we think about 
what seems to be a problem and the more we pray 
for understanding and consciousness of oneness 
with God the sooner the seeming problem dis- 
solves in peace of mind. We pray not so much 
that He may take away the illness or the hurt or 
that He may grant this desire or that but that He 
may lift us into the fullness of His presence. Then 
in His presence illness and hurt fall into nothing- 
ness, and a song of thanksgiving is in their place. 


There is no power and no force in all this uni- 


verse but one, and that is God, the good. All that 
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we call evil is the result of not believing this. 
All the problems that you and I have are from the 
same cause, a belief in our separation from God. 

God has created you out of His own Spirit. 
You are part of the one Spirit of all life. Pray 
then with all your heart to realize your unity with 
God and with all persons everywhere, and you will 
be lifted out of human differences and above hu- 
man problems into the warm and tender oneness 
that is the answer to all your need. 

If you are suffering from any cause whatever 
try to realize that no condition or circumstance 
or person need be blamed or removed. Try to see 
that what you really need is faith enough to bring 
you into God's presence. Pray for that. It will 
come, and as your faith grows the circumstance 
you thought so large will shrink. The person you 
thought was the cause of your trouble will no 
longer have power to disturb you. You will be- 
come a new person. 


God is the answer to your problem. Believe 
this with all your heart. Your prayers will take 
on divine purpose and be answered by divine 
power. 

God is with you now. Give up everything to 
Him. Let Him have your whole self and all your 
faith and you will be made every whit whole, 
mind, body, and affairs.
